Western Railway this year, the 
klaxon horn of rail diesel progress 
is being supplanted by a musical 
air chime. 
In the case of the class pas­ 
senger trains, this air chime is 
actually a musical chord, a five- 
chime chord, keyed tonally to an 
A-Major Seventh Chord with the 
notes C-sharp, E, G, A. and C- 
sharp. 
Even the work horse of 
the high iron has taken on a new 
glamor. 
Road 
switchers 
and 
freight engines are being equip­ 
ped with an M-3R1 three chime 
whistle (C-sharp, E and A). 
(Off the record, they’re 
even 
testing a 7-chime air horn on one 
of the diesel units the streamliner 
City of Denver. There isn’t much 
data available on this yet, but it 
indicates the extent to which the 
railway is willing to go in the in­ 
terests of harmony as well 
as 
safety). 
Resisted Impulse 
Some of the first 
air 
chimes 
were delivered to the railway just 
in time for the Ravinia Music Fes­ 
tival in Chicago this summer. The 
outdoor concert area is 
located 
near the North Western’s 
busy 
Milwaukee division tracks on the 
north side of Chicago. Each year

During the past season, many 
an engineer nobly resisted the im­ 
pulse to join in on the concert 
with his A-Major Seventh Chord 
backed with the authority of from 
twenty to one hundred pounds per 
square inch of air pressure. 
Distinctive Voice 
There is quite a history of en­ 
gineering development in the air 
chime. 
It was essential that the 
sound be similar to 
the 
time- 
proved and public-accepted “voice 
of the locomotive,” 
the 
steam 
whistle. 
The tone 
had 
to 
be 
pleasant yet penetrating in 
all 
directions, signal response instant, 
air consumption low, and 
con­ 
struction sturdy enough to with­ 
stand the severe demands of rail­ 
road service. 
The whistles can 
be sounded at maximum loudness 
in open areas or, for terminal and 
urban use, can be operated 
at 
low pressure. The bell shape per­ 
mits blanketing the 
area 
with 
sound for warning in all direc­ 
tions. 
On road switchers, the North 
Western is using an air chime In 
which two horns are directed for­ 
ward and one to 
the 
rear 
for 
signalling and warning in both di­ 
rections. 
The five 
chime 
air 
horns also can be mounted with 
all horns facing forward or with 
some facing in opposite direc­ 
tions. 
All in all, the diesel seems to 
have found a voice as distinctive 
to its day as the “whistle in the 
night” was yesterday.

The average Democrat seems to 


think—or hope—that the first pub­ 
lic reaction to the Nixon speeches 
purely emotional and that a lot of 
it will wear off come Nov. 4. 
Keeps Pounding 
Alger’s recently developed cam­ 
paign aggressiveness is a lot eas­ 
ier to assess. 
The word from all parts of the 
state that “Alger is beginning to 
gain,” that “Alger 
is starting to 
roll.” 
GOP 
strategists 
conceded 
that 
Alger started behind Gov. Williams 
—but is beginning to pick up. 
He is still pounding Williams for 
the Jackson prison riot, for being 
a “Trumanite” and for the gover­ 
nor’s fiscal policies. Even though 
some of his friends wonder if he 
can win the governorship on those 
issues alone, they are cheered to 
see that at least he is pounding.

Seek Earlier Closing 
The first of the G rand Marais 
fisherman to express his view's on 
the subject was A lfred Lundquist 
Sr., better know n in 
the 
com­ 
munity as "C aptain G ru m p ” Mr 
Lundquist who 
fished 
com m er­ 
cially for many years and has been 
a sport troller for 
the 
last 
13 
years, 
w’as 
spokesm an 
for 
the 
sport-trollers of 
G rand 
Marais 
'Che main point stressed was for 
a longer and earlier “closed sea­ 
son” to allow the fish to spawn 
properly.

Merry-Go-Round 1 Reconverting The Gothic Arch 


SPEAKING OF TREES— 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
Some fellers—yes, that’s 
right, 
fellers 
—have cut the largest pine tree known to 
be standing in Maine, the Pine Tree State. 
It stood 150 feet high at 
West 
Baldwin, 
Maine, and is expected to add 5,000 board 
feet of lumber to the nation’s 1952 produc­ 
tion. 
That production, by the way, did not 
reach its peak in the 1880’s, as some may 
have imagined, but rather 
around 
1909, 
when it stood at 44.5 billion board feet, 
compared with just over 32 billion board 
feet in 1949. The decline both in timber 
cutting and in timber available for cut­ 
ting—to serve an expanded population— 
is part of the explanation of current high 
costs for home building. 
The cutting of Maine’s largest pine is 
almost sure to bring patronizing compari­ 
sons with some of the 
woodland 
giants 
w’hich have been felled in the Douglas fir 
or other forests of the Pacific Northwest— 
not to mention the redwood trees of 300 
feet or more in height which have been 
saved from the ax in California. 
A 150-foot pine tree, of course, is more 
or less the kind Paul Bunyan would have 
chosen for a toothpick—but that reminds 
us, didn’t we promise wre w’ould chop out 
that inch-and-a-half maple sapling from 
alongside the arborviate when 
it 
came 
time to prune the shrubbery this fall?

HOW THEY CAME BY THEIR NAMI * 
Some jCf oui birds have names which, 
presumably, were taken from their distinc­ 
tive calls. Such, for instance, 
w eir the 
sources ot the names bobolink, 
phut ae. 
pewee, chickadee, killdeer, towhee, whip 
poorwill, chuek-will’s-widow, and various 
others. However, the fact that tin towhee 
tor example, also goes by the name joie* 
and chewink, also said to be names that 
imitate its call, leads one to suspect thaji 
some of the names required a good im ­ 
agination. 
Other names came from the habits of 
i the birds, such as flycatcher, woodpecker 
and, as related once before, the nuthatch, 
which breaks nuts jammed in tree '-tacks 
by many a sharp hack 
(former 
word. 
hatch) of the beak. And other names come 
from the color, such as the cardinal, the 
bluebird, and the oriole (from Latin atn- 
eolus. golden). 
But why such names 
as 
titmouse, 
grosbeak, sandpiper, goatsucker? 
The name titmouse (plural, titmice) >* 
a relic from former times. The bird wa* 
first called a mose, a word long since drop­ 
ped from the language. Then, to indicate 
the size ot Hie bird, the ancient wold tm 
“little"—tit, as in “titbit”—was placed be­ 
fore it. Thus titmouse was formerly tit- 
mose, and means merely “little mose." 
We borrowed grog from the French in 
making the name grosbeak, in order lo 
tell that all the birds bearing this name 
have thick or stout or large beaks.

Frank Davis, secretary-m anager 
of Hie East Michigan Tourist As­ 
sociation,

estim ate” that business in his 
large area of eastern and northern 
Michigan was nine per cent bet­ 
ter than last year’s. 
Hot Weather Helps 
Spot checks in the area showed 
increases from five to 41) per cent. 
That, 
reported 
Davis, “would 
make this last sum m er the biggest 
sum m er in total dollar volume that 
the tourist business has ever ex­ 
perienced in Michigan.” 
He attributed part of this jum p 
to the hot w eather in m etropolitan 
areas. He showed weather bureau 
figures that there w ert 30 days 
during June. July and 
August 
when tile tem perature was OO de­ 
grees or above. In the same period 
of ’51 there were only nine such 
days.

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Observance of 
Catholic Bible Week 
Will Begin Sunday 
Observance of Catholic Bible 
Week, Sept. 28-Oct. 5, marking the 
500th anniversary of the first 
printing of the Bible by John Gut­ 
enberg, a Franciscan tertiary, in 
1452, will be held in Escanaba, it 
was announced today.

clude programs in the parochial 
schools designed, to point up the 
Bible’s cultural and religious con­ 
tribution to the world and a spec­ 
ial window display at the Juetten 
Photo Shop, sponsored by the Es­ 
canaba Deanery of the Marquette 
Diocesan Council of Catholic Wo­ 
men. The display is in charge of 
Mrs. Stanley S. Venue and Mrs. 
John Anthony. 


Sermon on Subject 
The first printing of the Bible 
followed centuries of copies made 
by hand in the monasteries of Eur- 
* ope. 
A special sctamp commem­ 
orative of the historic event is be­ 
ing issued 
by 
the 
government. 
Thirteen copies of the first Gut­ 
enberg edition still are extant in 
the United States, located in var­ 
ious libraries. 
Sermons this Sunday at all the 
Catholic churches will be on the 
Bible, and special pamphlets ex­ 
plaining and encouraging the read­ 
ing of the Scriptures will be avail­ 
able. In recognition of God’s au­ 
thorship of the Bible, the Church 
grants an indulgence of 300 days 
to all Catholics who read the Holy 
Scripture for fifteen minutes daily. 
Tuesday, Sept. 30, the feast of 
St. Jerome (d. 420 A. D.) will be 
specially celebrated, since it was 
he who translated the Bible into 
Latin from the original Aramic

/Testament) in which it was first 
written. 
It was this Latin trans­ 
lation of St. Jerome, called the 
“Vulgate” or common edition of 
the Bible, which was printed by 
Gutenberg in 1452. 


Reading of Bible Urged 
Also being 
celebrated 
is 
the 
publication this week of the first 
eight books of the Old Testament, 
translated into modern-day Eng­ 
lish directly from the 
original 
Aramaic. 
This 
work 
is 
being 
done under the auspices of the 
Bishops of the U. S. by the Con­ 
fraternity of Christian Doctrine. 
The remainder of the Old Testa­ 
ment will be published as work 
progresses. 
A similar up-to-date 
translation of the New Testament 
was issued by the Confraternity in 
1941.

The publication of the first seg­ 
ment of the modernized Old Tes­ 
tament translation and the ob­ 
servance of the 
Catholic 
Bible 
Week in the U. S. has received 
s p e c i a l 
acknowledgment* and 
blessing from Pope Pius XII. In a 
Pontifical Letter addressed recent­ 
ly to Bishop Edwin O’Hara of 
Kansas City, chairman of the Con­ 
fraternity, 
the 
Pope 
s t a t e d : 
“Against the dangers of disillu- 
aionment and despair at the failure 
of worldly remedies in the present 
crisis affecting all of mankind, 
there ever remains a shining bea­ 
con, a sure source of hope and so­ 
lace in the unchanging inspira­ 
tion of the Word of God.

the faithful of the United States

Having A

Will Not 
Necessarily Save Marriage 
By Elizabeth B. Hurlock, Ph.D. 
A common fallacy is the belief 
that a failing marriage 
can 
be 
saved by having 
a 
child. 
The 
mother of this young wife is head­ 
ing her daughter for trouble: 
(Q) “My daughter has been 
married for two years. At first 
she and her husband were very 
much in Jove, but lately things 
have not been going so well be­ 
tween them. I am afraid that 
unless something is done soon, 
the marriage will break up. I 
have been urging my daughter 
* to have a baby, as this usually 
saves a marriage. 16 my advice 
wrong?” 
(A) A child may and frequently 
does save a marriage. But 
from 
every point of view, the price may 
well be too high. 
True, a man may feel that he 
cannot desert his wife wMiile she 
is pregnant. Then, when the baby 
is born, he feels that it is his duty 
to stay w’ith his wife and help rear 
their child. From a sense of obli­ 
gation, he stays in a marriage that 
is not satisfactory to him. 
Frequently a wife reacts exact­ 
ly the same way. She stays with a 
man she no longer loves for the 
sake of her child. And, like the 
man, she is unhappy and frustrat­ 
ed because she is doing something 
she does not wrant to do. Such a 
home cannot be happy for a child. 
The marriage should be saved 
before there is a child. Send your 
daughter to a marriage counselor, 
her minister, or her doctor for pro­ 
fessional advice on the problems 
that are spoiling 
her 
marriage. 
Then, when she and her husband 
are sure that they want to re­ 
main together, they can think of 
starting a family. 
lf she should become pregnant 
before they reach an agreement, 
this should be an added incentive 
to straighten things out as quickly 
as possible. No child should be 
brought into a home 
where 
his 
parents are at swords’ points and 
where his presence makes them 
feel bound to a life 
they 
don’t 
w’ant.

ROM E— (ZP)— G eorge S antayana, 
a . leading philosopher and poet, 
died last night. 
H e w as 88. 
The noted S panish w riter died 
in the solitude in w hich he lived 
during the final q u a rte r cen tu ry 
of his long life. 
D uring th e past few years, age 
had enfeebled and shriveled him .

his 
philosopher’s 
m i n d 
stayed sh arp and alert to the end* 
His final book and one of the m ost 
im portant, “ D om inations and P ow ­ 
ers,” was com pleted and published 
only last year. 
S an tay an a died, surrounded by 
the books he loved, in his tin y 
room at th e clinic of the L ittle 
C om pany of M ary— a B ritish o r­ 
d er of nuns know n as the “ B lue 
S isters” because of the pale b lu e 
h abits they w ear. 
The clinic, overlooking th e a n ­ 
cient Rom an Colosseum , had been

for the past 25 
years. 
T he fam ed philosopher w as born 
in M adrid Dec. 16, 1863. A lthough
